To see aueh persons lending sober 
lives, struggling to recover tlieir lost ener- 
gies and make themselves respected and 
useful members ol 6ociety: was un occnsiou 
of congratulation to all who have a spark of 
decent humanity in their souls. 
It was not 


necessary that one should believo in temper- 
ance or Christianity in order to rejoice over 
such cases of improvement in tbe lives aud 
prospeols of those concerned.

They led him on 
In his old ways and the debauch was com- 
plete-, the fall all that even such monsters 
could desire. 


Had those—we cannot call them men,
